Report of Board of Education. 


‘To the Inhabitants of the Town of Danville: 


Your Board of Education respectfully submit the following 
report of the schools under their charge for the year ending 
August 1, 1898. 

It is a source of satisfaction to us to find our schools, at 
the close of another year, in as good condition as they are. 
We feel that, notwithstanding the criticism of some, our schools 
are in excellent condition and are much superior to those of 
ten or fifteen years ago. 

We do not mean by this that they are above criticism; in 
fact there is abundant chance for improvement and we realize 
this as keenly as anyone’ But when we consider the amount of 
money expended and the facilities with which we have to work, 
we believe the results are all that can be expected. Let us re- 
member that it is simply unreasonable and absurd to expect 
the same results from our schools as from those which have six 
or eight more weeks in the year with almost unlimited means at 
hand for their support. We know that your appropriations for 
the schools have been liberal, in fact all that could be asked 
for in a town like ours, and we are glad that so many stand 
ready to do what they can for the education of our children. 
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We believe this is nothing more than a just demand which 
they have a perfect right to make upon us, and, if we withhold 
the best it is possible for us to give them, we are simply rob- 
bing them of what is rightfully theirs. The fact that a few do 
not improve their opportunities or that a few parents do not 
appreciate the priviliges which the schools offer, is no excuse 
for withholding them from the great majority who are both 
willing and anxious to do their part in securing an education, 
and are depending upon us to furnish the means. 

Circumstances have made some changes in teachers neces- 
sary, and it has been our purpose in filling these places to 
secure graduates of Normal schools. We believe, other things 
being equal, the Normal graduate is the more successful 
teacher, and, so far as possible, they should be placed in charge 

of our schools. It cannot be denied that modern methods 2 
' teaching do surpass the old ones. 

Some repairs seem to be very necessary at the South 
school house. The foundation is already in very bad condi- 
tion, and is continually growing worse. Its immediate repair 
seems necessary in order to give proper support to the build- 
ing. A slight expense would also add nuwwch to the general ap- 
pearance of the interior, which is now very dark and gloomy. 
We feel that it is quite necessary that a sum of. money be 
raised and appropriated for the purpose of making these re- 
pairs, and recommend that such action be taken. __ 

The division of the school at the South, a few years ago: 
into two grades, has resulted in a decided advantage to both, 
and the work in each is much superior to what it could possi- 
bly be under the old conditions. 

Our aim now is to bring them both to a higher standard, as 
far as possible, so that in the course of a few years we may be 
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able to offer to all the opportunity of securing a fairly good 
education at home. 

We feel that the standing of our pupils in other schools 
argues more strongly for the quality of ours than any mere 
statements can possibly do, and we hope the time is not very 
distant when we can offer to all as good school privileges as are 
offered by the average grammar school of a city. 

We are glad to note the large increase in the number of 
visitors during the last term of the year. There is nothing, it 
seems to us, which our schools need more than the co-opera- 
tion and hearty support of the parents. . 

It doesn’t require much wisdom to find fault and criticise, 
Anybody. can do that, but to point out the proper remedy for 
the defects is quite a different matter. If the time and energy 
wasted in criticising teachers and schools were used in provid- 
ing suitaole remedies, and in a general hearty and loyal sup- 
port of them, we would find them in a much better condition in 
a short time. 

We are always glad to receive and consider any sugges. 
tions for the good of our schools, and recommend that any 
criticism you may wish to make, be made directly to either the 
school board or the teacher. 

_ But, before criticising too severely, let us be sure we have 
good reason for doing so, and, so far as possible, let each point 
out a suitable remedy for the defect. Then we shall be work- 
ing along the right line, and we shall find our schools gradually 
improving.
